M'CLEAF RULING; 
NEW RUD ISILL 
T R IA L REFUSED 


Riding Up ‘Glamour Gulch' 
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Opinions in two civil actions and 
one criminal case were handed down 
this morning by Judge W. C. Sheely 
in Adams county court. 
In the case of Robert McCleaf, 
near Biglerville, who had filed a 
motion for arrest of judgment in his 
conviction on a charge of failing to 
give his name and address at the 
scene of an accident in which he had 
been involved, the court overruled 
the motion and directed the district 
attorney to call the defendant into 
court for .sentence. 
In an 11-page opinion on the mo­ 
tion of Mrs. Lottie K. Rudislll, near 
Littlestown, for a new trial of her 
damage action against Henry Cordes, 
West Lincoln avenue, Judge Sheely 
refused the motion and directed that 
Judgment be entered on the verdict 
returned by a jury in Hie court of 
common pleas here several months 
ago.

Mrs. Worker, who is said to be 
well informed on the history of Jen­ 
nie Wade, told a Times reporter 
that the Gettysburg heroine was 
baking biscuits, rather than bread, 
when she was fatally wounded, Mrs. 
McClellan and a two-day-old daugh­ 
ter were taking refuge in the cellar 
of the home when the shooting oc­ 
curred. 
Jennie Wade’s body was 
taken to the cellar and the next 
morning was buried in the yard at 
the rear of the home, later being in­ 
terred in its present resting place, 
Mrs. Worker said. 
The designing and erection of the 
monument was done entirely in G et­ 
tysburg 
and, 
according 
to

Worker, is the only monument ever 
erected to the memory of a woman 
killed during battle.

AT MART TODAY 


Crabapples were added to the fruit 
offerings that dominated the stands 
at the weekly session of Farm ers’ 
m arket this morning. 
Vegetables, 
too. were in good supply. 
Summer Rambo apples were of­ 
fered at many stands at IO and 15 
cents a quarter peck and 15 and 20 
cents a half, while Transparent^ and 
.several other varieties could be had 
for the same prices. The crabapples 
brought IO cents a box, 15 cents a 
quarter peck and 25 cents a half. 
R adiant 
and 
Jubilee 
peaches 
brought IO cents a quart box, 20 
cents a quarter peck and 65 to 75 
cents a half bushel. 
Most varieties 
of plums, including Blue Damsels, 
: brought IO cents a quart, but some of 
1 the larger varieties cost 15 cents 
a quart. Pears were IO cents a quart 
; box. 
Lima B eans 15 to 20 Cents 
Lima beans brought 15 and 20 
cents a pint and from 25 to 35 cents 
a quart, with baby limas being of­ 
fered at some stalls at the same 
prices. Tomatoes sold at most stalls 
for 65 cents a half bushel and IO 
cents a quart box.

reached a high of 25 cents a dozen, 
but at most stalls could be had at 
20 cents.
